"Held Up." 


FOUR HIGHWAYMEN DO THE WORK. 


They Compel the Engineer and Fireman 


to Detach the Mai* and Express Can 
from the Balance of the Train—They 
Then Break Open the Iron Box in the 
Express Car, bnt Find Nothing—Mail 
Matter Taken. 
BisMAiiCK, N. D., June 9.—What is 


probably the most daring train robbery 
evar attempted in this country was com- 
mitted Saturday Dight on the Northern 
Pacific railroad at a point about two miles 
east of New Salem and about twenty miles 
north of this city. The east-bound passen- 
ger train, passing there about midnight, 
was held up by four highwaymen, who 
rifled the mnil cars, but were foiled in 
their intention of robbing the express car 
by the presence of mind of the express 
messenger. When the train arrive 1 at 
New Salem two men g"t on the front end 
of the baggage car, and, after the train 
•tarted up and got 
under way, they 


climbed over the tender into the engine 
and covered the engineer and fireman with 
their 
revolvers. They brandished the 


cocked weapons before the terrified en- 
gineer an I fireman and threatened them 
with instant death if they did not stop at 
a certain place down the line, where they 
were to he joined by two confederates. 


An Expre«f» Messenger's Beady Wit. 
Before the train stopped at this point 


two shots were fired and whizzed past 
the engineer's ear, probably for the pur- 
pose of intimidating him. Express Mes- 
senger Angevine here exhibited wonder- 
ful coolness and presence of mind. Hear- 
ing the shots fired on the engine and nofc- 
Ing that the train was coming to an ab- 
rupt halt on a lonely prairie, he suspected 
that something was wrong. He hurriedly 
opened the great iron treasure box of the 
express company, which contained many 
thousand dollars and stowed the contents 
•afely away in the big safe which stands 
In all express cars and which could be 
opened by none except the messenger 
without s-everal hours' hard work. He 
then left the car by the rear door, locking 
it after him and leaping from the train 
hastened back to New Salem where he 
gave the alarm. After the train had been 
gtopped, the mail, express and baggage 
cars were uncoupled from the balance of 
the train by the brakeman, the robbers 
supervising the operations with leveled 
revolvers. 


The Box TVa« Empty. 


The robbers compelled the engineer to 


pull these uncoupled cars away from the 
passenger coaches, and when the detached 
cars had been stopped again the engineer 
and fireman were ordered to break open 
the door of the express car; with a coal 
pick they succeeded in opening the iron 
box, but found it entirely empty of any 
valuables. They were so enraged at this 
discovery that one of the villains struck 
the fireman a stunning blow on the head 
•with the butt end of his revolver, felling 
him like an ox to the floor of the car, where 
he remained unconscious for fifteen min- 
utes. The robbers evidently thought that 
the express messenger had escaped with 
the contents of the iron box and did not 
search the car or attempt to effect an en- 
trance into the safe, but turned their at- 
tention to the mail car, from which they 
secured seven valuable pouches of regis- 
tered mail matter, besides a large quan- 
tity of loose registers. Then they made 
their escape and the train returned to New 
Salem, where a posse of men was immedi- 
ately organized and started in pursuit of 
the robbers. The train was delayed an 
hour and none of the passengers were mo- 
lested, aud until they got back to New 
Salem knew nothing of what had hap- 
pened during their slumbers. 


Description ot the Booberi. 


The robbers are described as follows: 


One about SO years of age. light hair, 
beard and mustache, 5 feet 10 inches in 
height, cutaway coat, buttoned at top, 
weighs 170 pounds. 
Another about 40 


years, shaggy gray full beard, grayish col- 
ored clothes and weighs 100. No descrip- 
tion can be given of the other two despera- 
does. Soon after the first partyof men set 
out several others followed suit and at 4 
o'clock Sunday morning ten sturdy call 
•ens, armed to the teeth, started out with 
determination to gain a surrender 01 bring 
the robbers back dead, but up to Sunday 
evening nothing had been heard irom 
them. Never has this tection been in such 
a wild state of excitement. Vigilantes 
have been organizing all day and there are 
at least 100 armed men engaged in hunt- 
ing down the robbers. 


Will Offer Big Rewards. 


A settler came to New Salem in the 


afternoon and reported that he saw a 
camp of tough, suspicious looking strang- 
ers on the road. He did not go nearer to 
Investigate, as he had heard nothing about 
the train being held up. With this clew a 
strong party set out to investigate, but 
have not yet reported. 
The express com- 


pany sustains no loss whatever, but the 
postoffice department's loss is 
heavy, 


amounting far into the thousands. Both 
the express company and postoffice de- 
partment will offer big rewards lor the 
apprehension of the robbers or recovery 
of the booty. Postal Inspector Watkins, 
of Washington, happened to be in Bis- 
marck Sunday, and left for the scene 
There are so many people scouring the 
country that it is thought the robbers can 
not possibly escape. 


A Remarkable Bargain. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., June 9.—A woman 


named Monez took her two little children 
one aged 4 and the other an infant in 
arms, to the circus here. While on the 
grounds she was approached by a man 
who made a proposition to take the eldes 
child, a boy, and train him for circus life 
After much parleying the woman gave 
the child up, receiving 125 and a promise 
of »4 a week as long as the child stayed 
with his owner. The remarkable bargain 
was reported to the police, who arreste< 
tho woman and will investigate the mat 
t«r.

Silver Bill Changing Its Title—A Sar- 
cattlc Petition Presented to the Senate 
to Give Soldiers Over 1OO years Old

WASHINGTON CITT, June 9.—A number 


of petitions were presented to the senate, 
auioug them one from Nelson, Neb., pray- 
ing, sarcastically, that all ex-soldiers over 
100 years old shall have a pension of $3 a 
month. Referred. Further routine busi- 
ness having been transacted, the silver bill 
was taken up and Cockrell addressed the 
senate. He said that if enacted into law 
the further coinage of silver bullion into 
standard dollars would rest wholly in the 
mere discretion of the secretary of the 
treasury. Under the proposed measure 
the secretary would have to purchase 
Si,500,(K)0 worth of siUer every month, aud 
pay out treasury notes fur it; but he was 
not required to coin any of it into sil- 
ver dollars. All tho benefit that could bo 
claimed for the proposed bill was that the 
secretary would be compelled to purchase 
?500,000 worth of silver every month more

ELECTRICITY AS A LIFE-SAVER. 


Railway CollinionB Alade Apparently Im- 


pofisiMo by a New Device. 


WASHINGTON Cirr, Juno U.—Very satis- 


factory tests of a new railroad electric- 
danger signal were made Sunday after 
noon on the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
near Washington. The device, which is 
to be operated by the Universal Electric 
Railway Signal company of Richmond, 
Vtt., consists of an electric circuit formed 
by a brush contact underneath the engine 
with an iron rod laid between the rails, 
with suitable batteries and telegraphic 
apparatus. 


Used as a Telephone, Too. 


The engineers of trains coming from the 


same or opposite directions, within a mile 
or a mile and a half of each other, are no- 
tified of the proximity of their trains with 
unerring certainty by thn ringing of an 
electric bell; and then, as soon ss this 
dangerous- proximity is noted, telephonic 
communication through tho rail and rod 
can at once bo established, and the en- 
gineers, after stopping their trains, may 
talk with each other. The tests made in 
the presence of a number of newspaper 
corresponded and electrical experts and 
others were highly satisfactory.

FUNERALS ON SUNDAY. 


Bev. J. I.. Craemcr. 


It is not often that one sees a funeral that 


is so solemn and sorrowful was Rev. J. L. 
Craemer's Sunday afternoon at the German 
Lutheran church. His whole congregation 
was there, and there was hardly a single 
one Dot In tears. Men, women and children 
mourned sincerely the loss of one who was 
as dear to them as a parent.

Then the members of the con- 
gregation stood with uncovered heads in a 
double row from the parooiiage to the en- 
trance of the church, and as the bell tolled 
the handsome casket containing the remains 
of the loved one was carried between the 
rows of people to a place before the altar. In 
the procession walked several German 
Lutheran clergymen, the relatives, the trus- 
tees acd other officers of the church. 


After the casket had been set. down it 


was almost hidden by the magnificent floral 
pieces. There were several lart;e pieces 
and dozens of smaller outs. Among the 
larger ones were a wreath with a lyre pend- 
ant -in the center, and a pillow on which 
was "Rest In Peace." In front of the altur 
was a picture of R«v. Cvacmer.

REV. T. W. PINKERTON RESIGNS. 


Tlie Congreration of the GhrUtlan Church 


Sarprtoed. 


At the conclusion of the usual morning 


services at the Christian church Sunday, 
tbe congregation was greatly surprised to 
hear the pastor, Rev. T. W. Pinkerton, 
read his resignation, to take effect on the 
first «f September. The notice Is given 9 
days ahead la accordance with an agree 
ment between the church and tbe paste 
that so much time shall be allowed by eithe 
side in case a change Is desired. 


None of the church members were ex 


peeling the resignation, and aa most o 
them think a great deal of Mr. Pinkerton 
they were considerably moved by his an 
nouncement that he would give up th 
charge of the church. When he pronouncec 
the benediction and stepped down amon 
his people there was an unusual scene 
Many of the women and some of the broth 
ers were In tears, while all crowded aroun 
for an explanation. He had but little to say 
however, beyond the fact that he lia 
concluded it would be best for all concerne 
for him to go away, and he had concludec 
to go. He also said that his decision was 
final. 


The reason for Mr. Plukerton's reslgna 


tion is not generally known. His churc 
members say it is because a very few mem 
beru of the congregation have opposed hi 
plans and his policy in the chureb, au 
from that have gone to talking about hi 
personally. This faction is admitted to be 
small, but with a few persistent ones in 
that have said a great dual. It Is said tha 
Mr. Pinkerton feuls he will leave ratho 
than be the cause of dissension, no matte 
how slight that may be. 


It is certain that the citizens general! 


will regret to see Mr. Pinkerton resign h 
charge and leave tbe city. He is the dea 
of the clergy of the city, having been her 
longer than any others now here. His MB 
torate has covered about eight years. He 
an earnest man, but genial, and his man 
ners agreeable, and heihas many friends 
all classes.
